SCRAPBOOKS 

Today I received from the mother 
of one of my students an old scrap¬ 
book, made three quarters of a cen¬ 
tury ago by a boy who later became 
a famous editor. I have been turning 
through it, reading a bit here and 
there, and trying to recreate the time 
and the boy. And that brings up the 
whole question of scrapbooks. 

Reading matter was scarce, as you 
all know, when some of us were 
young. Books were passed around 
from house to house, so that a single 
volume had often had half a hundred 
readers. Those who could not read 
'cry well listened to others read 
aloud. I gql my first love for poetry 
in that fashion and heard older peo¬ 
ple read English and American clas¬ 
sics long before I knew A from B. 
Not many people could afford to buy 
books outright. The scrapbook be-J 
came a substitute, a sort of home¬ 
made one. for books. From the week- j 
ly newspapers and the few cheap ' 
magazines we received we saved such, 
poems or stories or pictures or jokes 
as struck our fancy, laying them by i 
for a later day whcnAve would make! 
a scrapbook. 

The scrapbook, in my case, at 
■east, was largely a matter of winter 
work, when 1 was shut indoors with 
a cold or on the long winter nights 
around the fireplace. I .-till have sev¬ 
eral of these home-made books, some 
fairly good, others pretty bad. The 
astonishing thing is that my scrap¬ 
books and others I have seen show 
a startling lack of arrangement or 
choice. The dullest things that took 
our eyese were given as much at¬ 
tention as genuinely valuable things. 

Many of these old scrapbooks have 
assumed genuine historical value, fori 
they have kept alive material that 1 
would otherwise be lost. Libraries 
that attempt to preserve valuable 
documents often prize highly these 
unassuming records of things and 
times long gone. These scrapbooks 
become, thus, a sort of unplanned, 
unbiased history of long-past events. 

My scrapbooks, quite prophetically, 
leant toward poetry. I have just 
turned through one I made in 1902 
and have found more than a hundred 
standard poems that would be in 
any inclusive anthology of American 
and English poetry. Besides these, 
there are several hundred poems that 
might be called minor poems, good 
a tthe time they were written but 
now largely forgotten.

HOSIERY’ COSTLY 

Few small items in the clothes 
budget loom as high as hosiery. By 
observing certain rules of buying and 
care, their yearly cost can be materi¬ 
ally reduced, says Miss Iris S. Dav¬ 
enport of the Kentucky College of 
Agriculture. 

Buy where absolutely fresh stock 
is assured. 

Get 2-thread or very sheer hose 
only for party use. 

Get the service weights, 7 to 10 
thread, for ordinary use. 

Remember that stocking should be 
one-half inch longer than the foot 
when standing. 

Wash “wrong side out” and instead 
of squeezing or wringing, dry par¬ 
tially in towel—then hang by the 
toes to dry. 

Be sure that the toenails have been 
carefully filed, and then put the hose 
on “foot first” to insure against snags. 

If a defective pair of hose is ob¬ 
tained, some stores will replace with 
a new pair. 

Remember that price is no indica¬ 
tion of value ,and pay as little as 
seems compatible with reasonable 
production.
